Open curtains and shades on the sunny side of your house to let the
sun warm your home naturally.

Open cabinet doors to allow heat to get to your water pipes. Insulated
pipes will also help prevent freezing.

Leave water dripping during periods of sub-freezing temperatures to
avoid frozen pipes.

Take a look in the attic. If you see the joists that form the attic floor,
you probably need additional insulation.
